There has been made available 
foe English readers the full text 
af the report by the official 
delegate of the German Re 
publican Government who was 
appointed to examine the secret 
archives of the Berlin Foreign 
Office with a view to asceita ning 
what light they shed on the 
origina of the Great War.

“SCRAPPED WIVES.” 


“The notice issued recently in 
the Leake Gortie amending 
the facilities for poar persons get- 
ting divorce is nat likely greatly 
to reliave the misery of uohap- 
pity mated couples.” said Mra. 
Seatun Tiedaman, secretary of 
the Divorce Law Reform Asso 
siation, to « Day Chronicle 
representative,

tion, “poar persona” applying 
for divorva are those whose usual 
income from all sources doas not 
atceed £2 a week, or “such 
larger sum, not exceeding £4 a 
week, as a judge personally in 
the special circumstancea.direct.”
